• First, the nature of the claim. 
In 


1847,.. or thirty-two years ago, Mr. 
Henry Leef, a shipping merchant of 
Baltimore, bought 
the wreck of a 


French bark, tlio Maiy Teresa, which 
had been lost on the coasts of Chesa- 
peake Lay. 
Under our 
Navigation 


laws, prohibiting the 
giving of an 


American registry to foreign-built ships, 
the hulk was of no use to anybody, save- 
for firewood or for sale in foreign mar- 
kets. Mr. Leaf,; himself a shipbuilder, 
had the i wreck repaired and relitted, 
and then, after complying with what 
legal formalities were necessary, loaded 
her with a cargo of Hour and dispatched 
her to Brazil under care of a super- 
cargo. who had authority to dispose of 
the vessel anil freight to the best ad- 
vantage. - Thi» was a very common 
practice in tho'sc 
days. 'Merchants 


would buy a foreign wreck, patch it 
up, load it with ballast or with a cargo 
unci send it :to. the coasts of Soiith 
America or Africa as a speculation. 
Here they were, not vexed by prohibi- 
tory Navigation laws, especially if, as 
was often the ease, they drifted into 
the siave trade — a department of mari- 
time industry in which ships' papers of 
any sort were not insisted upon as in- 
dispensably necessary. 


Prosperous gales wafted the Alary 


Teresa to Pernnmbucc, where she dis- 
charged a part of her cargo, and thence 
to Bahia, whore her troubles 
began 


again. It has been said of some men 
that it had been better they had never 
been born, and similarly we may say of 
the Mary Teresa; it would have been an 
advantage to all concerned had she 
been quietly allowed to rot on the 
teaches of the Chesapeake.

the ymtedjJtat&s Consul, citiier through 


.-SttipTdity or rascality, made what was 


clearly, as is admitted, an illegal seiz- 
ure of the vessel. 
I shall not uwell on 
the legal aspects of the case, because it 
is 
unnecessary. As 
Representative 


Beale, of Virginia, remarked to me in 
conversation about the claim, any jury 
any where, "mid at any time during the 
last thirty years, would Lave given the 
plaintiff damages. Wo will admit then, 
if the reader pleases, that the seizure 
was illegal and unwarranted. 
I shall 


simply say that both the. United States 
Minister to Brazil and the Secretary of 
the Treasury so understood it, and that 
consequently in duo timo the vessel was 
returned to Mr. Lecf. 


This being so, the render may be 


prompted to ask; as Representative 
Price did at this point in the debate, 
"What, then, constitutes the damage?'' 
.This consisted in the loss consequent to 
a, forced sale of ship and cargo at an 
out-of-the-way port, the wages of the 
crew due to detentions, etc., and the 
legal expenses — the whole amounting, 
according to the original statement of 
'the claimant, to S33 000. 
To speak in legal terms the Govern- 


ment is not legally responsible for the 
torts of its otllcers. "The law allows 
it and the court awards it," 
as Mr. 


Smith, of Pennsylvania, was exceedingly 
anxious that the House of KupresoiUa- 
tives should be instructed. 
Strictly, 


therefore, the damaged 
man should 


have pursued the Consul of the United 
States. Perhaps he did, and there is 
no telling how far the pursuit has gone, 
for both are dead long ago — but that is 
anticipating another chapter.

ever, for good and sullicient reasons 
Mr. Leef did not, legally, pursue Mr. 
Tyler, the Consul, but applied, with 
due regard to timo and form, to Con- 
gress for relief.

We will next see how this appeal was 


met, and this, I may advise the reader

No fault could be or is found with

His first appeal to Congress was on the 
Oth of July, 18-18, within sixty days 
after the return of the vessel, arid, "in 
the words of one of the Senate reports, 
the claim '.'has-.beeu reasonably pursued 
ever since." The reader may coincide 
in such a view when told that no less 
than seven reports, all favorable, have 
been made by committees to different 
Congresses, as follows: January 25, 
1849, from Committee on Commerce, 
recommending payment for full amount 
claimed; February 20, 1850, the same 
-•report from the sarno committee; in 
1856 and in 1858 a third and fourth 
favorable report, from the same commit- 
tee; in 1874 a bill reported from the 
Committee on. Claims recommending 
the same payment; on April 27, 1878, a, 
unanimous report in favor of the settle- 
ment of the claim "upon principles of 
justice and equity," from the Committee 
on Goaimerce.. The seventh of the 
-series -ft favorable reports -was made by 


Mr. Bcide during the extra session from 
the Committee on Commerce. 


Strange as it may seem, perhaps, tho 


bill once came really near passing. 


The widow's memorial says: °

Unfortunately, in I860 Henry Leef 


died. Death on his pale horse is a man 
.of affairs. 
He does not govern himself 


by Cushing'a Manual. 
He docs not 


entertain motions to debate, to amend, 
to substitute, to postpone to a day iixed, 
to postpone indefinitely, to lay ou the 
table, to rocommit, to discharge from 
further consideration, 
to vote by di- 


vision, by tellers, by yeas and nnys, to 
raise the question of a quorum voting, 
to reconsider and to lay that motion on 
the table. No, Death is not a parlia- 
mentarian. Death docs somcthinc; he 
docs not swing the scythe idly; while it 
is the essential part of your accom- 
plished parliamentarian that he grace- 
fully and with dignity does nothing.

Hotel Bills in IVaiicc. 


ALL the big Parisian hotels give a 


utnptuotis table d'hutc dinner 
for 


about, live shilling's a head, wino includ- 
ed, which is not dear; lint, they recoup 
themselves by their extravagant charges 
for what is eaten in private rooms or 
ordered in the dining-room a la carte. 
Thus a plain breakfast of Lea or eoll'ee 
and bread and butter served in :i .sit- 
ting-room is charged forty cents for one 
person; but if there be two persons the 
charge is doubled, Jaid a family of live 
oersons are made to pay two dollars, 
which is absurd. 
Add eggs and bacon 


to the feast and the, bill reckons not for 
the dish of these delicacies which \» 
actually consumed, but for " live break- 
fasts of bacon and eggs, at eighty cents 
per head"—total four dollars. 
In most 


of tho big hotels the charges for a 
siphon of 'seltzer water is forty cents, 
though its Ir.ule cost is no more than 
three sous a glass; a glass of sherry is 
charged thirty cents; four sandwiches, 
iifly cents; a pint bottle of beer, t h i r t y 
cents, and a plate of biscuits, sixty 
cents. 


It may b« alleged that attendance, 


has to be. included in these items; but 
attendance, after having been amply 
charged for in the bill, has again to be 
paid under the form of tips to the ser- 
vants. 
If a traveler, after settling his 


weekly account, neglected to add a live 
franc piece for the waiter, he would tind 
himself condemned to a good deal of 
exercise with his electric bell during the 
ensuing seven days and get weak tea 
and cold eggs for breakfeasl into the 
bargain. 
1 here is an astute freemason- 


ry among hotel servants, and if t h e 
waiter be ilissatislied with a particular 
set of travelers, the porter and cham- 
bermaid take tare to make, their di. 
pleasure felt also. 
All of them expct 


to bo liberally paid \ViiCU <P 'urrvvftor 
leaves tlie,ii^^d.- 
.-aSoW? consider what a hotel company 
really makes by charging attendance 
for those persons who have, to be paid 
for by travelers twice and thrice over. 
As a rule, one waiter, a eharabermaid 
and a porter are allowed for every 
twelve rooms or sets of rooms on a first 
and second tloor; and the charge for at- 
tendance on these tloors being at the 
rate of lifty cents a day, we have wii a 
day. or §180 a month, for service, 
lint 


the wages of a hotel waiter are but !?;"> a 
month; those of a chaimbormaid !?.'!, and 
of a porter §4; and if to these sums one 
adds $10 a month for tho keep of the 
three servants, one linds that the hotel 
clears more than if I I'M monthly by the 
single item of attendance. 
It was 


thought a step in the right direction 
when some twenty years ago hotels 
were induced to charge separately for 
attendance, in order 
that travelers 


might no longer be put to the trouble 
of giving tips; but nowadays tips and 
the extortion for attendance llourish 
amicably together hand in hand.- -Pall 
Mali Gazelle..

THE method of findiiigthe distance of 


the 
_ stars, or stellar parallax, is one of 


the interesting problems of modern as- 
tronomy. 
In' the days of old the stars 


•were supposed to hold the same posi- 
tion in regard to.cach oilier from age 
to age, and were, therefore, called li.xed 
stars, to distinguish them from the plan- 
ets. 
.Nothing can be further from the 


truth. 
The telescope shows that the 


stars are in constant motion, but that 
the rate of motion is so slow that thou- 
sands of years must elapse before the 
eye can perceive the change. 
Some 


stars are coming toward us, and some 
are receding from us. 
'J'lio sun. which 


is only a star, is moving w i l h all the 
planets in his train. 
Our earth, which 


is but tin atom among atoms, is whirl- 
ing, no one knows whither, Ihrotigh il- 
limitable space. 
Even the serene heav- 


en above us is this same space pervad- 
ed by an infinitely subtle ether, whose 
particles tire seething and surging like 
the waves of the stormy sea.
